City officials said an order for 
two months supply of surplus) 
food would be placed with the’ 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture immediately. 

The bill authorizing the city | 
to participate in the surplus food 
program was passed by a vote 
of 22 to 0, with seven aldermen 
absent. 

Board rules were suspended 
to permit an immediate vote on 
the measure after the aldermanic 
ways and means committee re- 
ported the bill out with a recom- 
mendation for passage. 

Alderman Joseph P. Roddy 
(Dem.), Seventeenth Ward, who 
is chairman of the ways and 
means committee, said ware- 
house space has not yet been 
obtained for the surplus food 
commodities, but he added that 


city officials expect to have a 
location within two days. 


Bill in Legislature. 


He pointed out that a bill is 


pending in the Legislature to 
permit the state to bear half the | 
cost of distributing surplus foods. | 
He expressed hope that the 
méasure would be passed. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker | 
and Comptroller John Poelker | 
said today the city would pro. 
ceed with its surplus foods dis- | 
tribution program on the as- 
sumption that the state eventual- 
ly will pay half the cost. 

The authorization bill passed | 
by the aldermen appropriated | 
$90,000 from general revenue 
fufds to pay for the program. 

Poelker said it was expected 
that distribution would begin by 
April 10. 


Those seeking the food com- | 


prises which will consist of 
pork and gravy, flour, 
l, rice, rolled oats, dried 
beans, butter, dried milk, lard 
and dried éggs, may register at 
20 public schools March 9, 10 
and 11. 

Poelker estimated that the city 
would receive 6500 applications, 
involving 28,000 persons, in the 
first month of the program. In 
the first month that the program 
was operated in 1958 the city had 
4500 applications covering 18,000 
persons. 

Eligibility Rules. 

To be eligible, a single person 
must be earning less than $90 a 
month and a married pair less 
than $140 monthly. Additional in- 
come of $20 a month will be per- 
mitted for each additional de- 
pendent. 

Any family having more than 
$500 in ‘“‘liquid” assets will not 
be eligible, Poelker said. This 
does not include automobiles or 
real estate.

—The Washington Evening Star 
said today that Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk has drafted 
tentative proposals on national 
policy which would sharply re- 
strict the role of nuclear weap- 
ons. 


Contrary to past policy, the 
newspaper said, Rusk has sug- 
gested meeting even massive at- 
tacks on Europe with conven- 
tional weapons. 


According to State Department 
Officials, the Star said, Rusk 
sent the policy memorandum to 
Secretary of Defense Robert S.

Plans for a stepped-up Senate 
pace were outlined to a party 
caucus today by Democratic ma- 
jority leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, who scheduled quick 
action on two Kennedy Adminis- 
tration bills.

Mansfield told reporters he 
hopes that the Senate will man- 
age to consider at least one ma- 
jor bill a week from now on for

Hopes for Upturn. 

President Kennedy has told 
leading Congressional Democrats 
he is banking on an upturn in the 
economy to hold next year’s 
budget deficit to $1,500,000,000. 

The President has been told by 
his economic advisers that the 
deficit in the current year ending 
June 30 now is expected to reach 
$1,500,000,000 instead of the $79,- 
000,000 surplus former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower predicted 
in January. 


Eisenhower's estimates were 
based, among other things, on a 
proposed boost of around $800,- 
000,000 in postal rates. Although 
Mr. Kennedy is requesting a 
similar increase, he is said to 
have little hope that Congress 
will act on the matter this year. 

Kennedy’s hope of holding 
down next year’s deficit spend- 
ing is reported to be based on 
the belief of administration of- 
ficials that business will pick up 
about midyear and provide reve- 
nues at a faster pace than at 
present, 


Some in Congress Differ. 

Secretary of Commerce Luther 
H. Hodges has predicted a pickup 
within 60 days, but Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s optimism about an in- 
crease in revenues is not fully 
shared in Congress. 

The Council of State Chambers 
of Commerce recommended yes- 
terday that Congress should cut 
3.4 billions from Eisenhower's 
fiscal 1962 budget instead of 
adding any new spending. It 


supports by agreeing to reduce 
their feed grain acreage by at 
least 20 per cent. It also would 
provide extra payments—in the 
form of surplus grain and not 
cash—for further diversions of 
acreage up to an additional 20 
per cent. — 

Secretary of Agriculture Or- 
ville L. Freeman urged Con- 
gress today to pass a depressed 
areas bill which he said ‘‘gets 
to the heart of the problem of 
rural poverty.” 

“The main thing this bill will 
do it to provide credit where it 
is most needed to start or ex- 
pand useful job-creating enter- 
prises,”” he said. 

Freeman was the first witness 
today to discuss the $389,000,000 
loan and grant program during 
hearings before a House bank- 
ing subcommittee. The so-called 
area redevelopment bill is one 
of the Administration’s top prior- 
ity programs. 

Freeman said the nation’s agri- 
cultural economy was badly in 
need of more jobs to combat 
“underemployment” — instances 
where workers were not working 
a full 40-hour week. 

He said studies indicate that 
underemployment in agriculture 
was equivalent to a total of ap- 
proximately 1,400,000 unem- 
ployed persons a year. 
The Administration bill pro- 
poses a $100,000,000 loan fund to 
help bring plants to economi- 
cally depressed rural areas. 


WALTER SAYS HE WILL QUIT 
WHEN HOUSE TERM EXPIRES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UPI) 
—Representative Francis E, Wal- 
ter, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, said today he will retire 
from Congress when his current 
term expires.

They said the operation took 
25 minutes and was carried out 
‘normally. Ten minutes after- 
ward, there was sudden heart 
‘failure, their statement said. 

They said they immediately be- 
gan massaging the king’s heart, 
injected stimulants and used 
electric shock in efforts to re- 
turn the heart to normal func- 
tioning. 

Heartbeats resumed temporari- 
ly but blood circulation was not 
complete and brain damage was 
‘caused, the communique said. 
Finally, the doctors added, ‘‘de- 
finitive heart failure occurred.” 


Week of Mourning. 


The Cabinet, after proclaiming 
the crown prince as king, or- 
dered seven days of mourning 
for Mohammed, who became a 
national hero in the long fight 
for independence from France. 


As Sultan Mohammed Ben 
Youssef, he was exiled in 1953 
by the French after refusing to 
serve as a rubber stamp for 
their protectorate. Moulay Has- 
san went with him. 


Returning in triumph when 
Morocco became independent in 
1956, Mohammed was able to 
draw warring nationalist fac- 
tions together. Later rival po- 
litical leaders complicated his 
task. 


Last May 20 the King, tired of 
squabbling in his Cabinets, 
stepped in and assumed the 
office of Premier, naming Mou- 
lay Hassan as Vice Premier. He 
called a council of 76 members 
to draw up a constitution by 
1962. 


Young Hassan, who succeeds 
his father as Premier, 
over a Government divided be- 
tween old-guard conservative na- 
tionalists and independents. They 
had been named to replace the 
left-wing Cabinet last May. 


The government is strongly 
opposed by a well organized 
progressive group known as the 
National Union of Popular 
Forces. The group has criticized 
Moulay Hassan as dictatorial 
with fascist tendencies. 


As chief of staff of the Royal 
Moroccan Army,.Moulay Hassan 
has been accused frequently by 
the left of trying to set up a 
military dictatorship and of using 
police repression. 

Barred Leftist Papers. 

Backed by the powerful Union 
Marocaine du Travail, the major 
Moroccan labor federation, the 
leftists have stepped up their at- 
tacks on the government, the 
army and indirectly the prince.

Idea for Little Egypt 


A few nights ago, one of the ma- 
jor television networks dramatized 
the conditions existing in Cairo, Ill. 
To me, the solution to Caire’s prob- 
lems is simple. It should become 
one of the largest paper mill cities 
in the world. 

Certainly the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi rivers would insure an ade- 
quate supply of water for the oper- 
ation of every paper mill in the 
world. 

The same rivers would make pos- 
sible the delivery of raw materials 
at reasonable costs, pulpwood from 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, sulphite 
from Canada, rags and waste paper 
from any number of big cities. If 
adequate electric power is not 
available, it could be easily pro- 
vided and because of Cairo’s prox- 
imity to the population and geo- 
graphic center of the country, it 
might be advisable for the Federal 
Government’s contribution to Cairo’s 
rehabilitation to consist of arrang- 
nig for an atomic generating plant. 

This advantageous location makes 
possible the economical distribution 
of the finished products, much of 
which could go down the Missis- 
sippi for consumption in cities along 
its banks and for export to South 
and Central America. When Cairo’s 
paper mills are in operation, it 
should be easy to attract publishing 
houses to a city so close to the 
population and geographic center of 
our country. 

I hope that this letter, if pub-

The Jobless Emergency 


The unemployment crisis, to which Presi- 
dent Kennedy gave first priority, merits 
urgent attention in the Missouri Legislature 
as well. Nationally, joblessness was the worst 
for any January since World War Il. In 
Missouri, employer taxes had to be raised 
under the state law to protect depleted un- 
employment insurance reserves. 

For the nation the first problem is to ex- 
tend aid to these hundreds of thousands who 
have used up ther insurance benefits. Secre- 
tary of Labor Goldberg proposed a two-year 
temporary program for extending insurance 
coverage up to 13 weeks. Missouri and most 
states provide for a maximum 26 weeks’ 
coverage. The Federal Government, Mr. Gold- 
berg suggested, should pay the extra cost by 
agreement with the states, avoiding the need 
for state legislation, to get quick results. 

The Administration wanted to finance its 
plan by raising the base salary on which 
employers pay taxes from $3000 to $4800. 
But the House Ways and Means Committee, 
to satisfy business spokesmen, has abandoned 
this plan in favor of increasing the tax rates. 
The standard state tax (though individual 
rates vary) is now 2.7 per cent of wages, to 
which the Government adds a federal tax of 
0.4 per cent for administrative purposes, The 
House committee suggests raising the total 
from 3.1 to 3.4 per cent. 

This “compromise” apparently would raise 
less revenue, and cover fewer payrolls, than 
the Administration plan. Because of the low 
taxable base, only 60 per cent of payrolls are 
taxed for jobless insurance today; in 1939 the 
figure was 90 per cent. But the Administra- 
tion has agreed to the less satisfactory bill in 
order to assure action. 

In the Missouri Legislature, the Senate 
Committee on Employment Security also has 
accepted a compromise preferred by business 
groups. The original Hilsman bill would have 
increased maximum jobless compensation 
from $33 to $40 a week and the maximum 
payment period from 26 to 28 weeks. The 
committee has dropped the second half of 
the proposal. 

At least the increased compensation is the 
more important. In 1939, maximum benefits 
in this state came to 59 per cent of the aver- 
age weekly wage; now the benefits come to 
only 37 per cent of wages, and are clearly 
inadequate to support a man with a family. 
The state must increase the benefits. If it 
does not increase their duration, apparently 
the Federal Government will. 

The best time to provide for jobless insur- 
ance is when the economy is prosperous and 
unemployment is low. Yet that is when gov- 
ernments and the public as well tend to for- 
get the problem. Today it cannot be forgotten. 
Helping the unemployed is a matter of help- 
ing economic recovery as well as human 
needs. 


Up to the Soviet Union 


The statement of President Kennedy and 
Australian Prime Minister Menzies welcom- 
ing efforts by the King of Laos to establish 
a policy of neutrality for his government can 
be interpreted as a further effort to call at- 
tention to the United States position and to 
prod the Soviet Union into accepting the new 
Western approach to a Laotian solution. 

King Savang Vatthana proposed that repre- 
sentatives of Cambodia, Malaya and Burma 
visit Laos to restore peace, forbid interven- 
tion by the big powers and establish a non- 
alignment policy. The idea has been rejected 
by Cambodia, Communist China and the Com- 
munist-line Pathet Lao movement in Laos. 
The opposition of the Soviet bloc has been 
hinted but not. made clear. 

Despite the negative points, there is a cer- 
tain amount of Western optimism. The Soviet 
Union has not made a statement since Ambas- 
sador Menshikov visited Secretary of State 
Rusk to discuss the matter. If Mr. Menshikov 
is convinced Washington now clearly will 
accept the complete neutrality of Laos, that 
would help. If the Russians believe the United 
States wants to test in Laos their willingness 
to settle world questions amicably, they might 
be more inclined to accept the king’s plan. 
This time the United States is right and could 
embarrass the Soviets. 

The Western-backed proposal of the king 
is completely fair and can be accepted by all 
sides without loss of “face.” The world would 


be justified in regarding the reaction as a. 


test of Communist intentions. 


Conversation With Mr. Sam 


Does Congressman Curtis of Webster 
Groves ever join Speaker Rayburn to “strike 
a blow for liberty”? (Or did conviviality leave 
Capitol Hill with Franklin D. Roosevelt’s first 
Vice President?) Not as nosey snoopers do 
we ask, but because during such a meeting 
in warmth, Mr. Curtis might solicit Mr. Sam’s 
support for his pet bill. The measure did not 
overly impress past sessions, so he may want 
a little help. 

The Curtis bill would limit the consecutive 
service of Senators and Representatives to 12 
years—two consecutive terms in the Senate 
and six in the House. Tom Curtis (who hap- 
pens to be in his sixth term) professes no 
ambition to reshape Congress as the Presi- 
dency was reshaped by the two-term limit. 
But he does deplore the seniority system 
which sometimes puts the gavel of an im- 
portant committee into hands with no claim 
to it other than length of service. And in the 
manner of an apostle of grass-roots democ- 
racy, he says that too long a stretch in Wash- 
ington separates a man from his constituents. 

Elected for only two years, many a Repre- 
sentative may feel that he is forced to spend 
too much time keeping himself warm in 
hearts and minds in his district. It is dif- 
ferent, of course, below the Mason-Dixon line. 
The six-year term of a Senator frees him from 
the necessity of rushing home every other 
weekend. Consider Carl Hayden of Arizona 
who has been in the Senate since 1927. And 
Richard B. Russell and Harry Flood Byrd, 
the Baron of Berryville, may yet match the 
Hayden span. 

Of course, Mr. Sam is serving his twenty- 
fifth term in the House as is Carl Vinson 
of Georgia. Clarence Cannon, the Missouri 
parliamentarian, and two New Yorkers— 
Emanuel Celler and John Taber — were 
elected 20 times, and half-a-dozen others were 
chosen 15 times. Roughly, more than two 
dozen Senators and almost three times as 
many Representatives have served longer 
than the Curtis limit. So the Speaker may be 
reluctant to end the careers of old friends. 

Yet there is “Judge” Howard W. Smith, 
the chairman of the Rules Committee. He is 
one of those 15-terms-or-more men, and it 


is difficult just now to regard him as a friend 
of the Speaker. Maybe Mr. Sam would go for 
the Curtis bill if it could be applied selective- 
ly. Anyway, it would be interesting to hear 
him and the gentleman from Webster Groves 
talk it over in the Mood of “liberty.” 


The Trouble in the County 

It may be that the mayors of St. Louis 
county’s 98 municipalities are deaf to ra- 
tional argument for giving the county gov- 
ernment authority to provide area-wide serv- 
ices, Nobody really knows. Neither Supervisor 
MeNary nor the members of the Council have 
made anything like a compelling case, or a 
timely one. 

What is worse, Mr. McNary and the Council- 
men and at least one official of the patron- 
age-ridden county government have given the 
municipal executives—and the people of the 
municipalities—a disheartening example of 
the poor service the present county govern- 
ment might provide. We refer to the tax- 
collecting fiasco engineered by Collector 
Ralph Devereaux, and to the penchant for 
spot-zoning and the complete disregard of 
the public interest in proper land use shown 
by Mr. McNary and the Councilmen the last 
two years. 

Even so, the vast majority of the munici- 
palities do not have tax bases large enough 
to permit them to provide adequate area-wide 
services within their boundaries without ex- 
cessively high tax rates. Since the county’s 
taxable wealth is so unevenly distributed, it 
is far more equitable to finance such serv- 
ices by a levy on the county as a whole. 

To take an admittedly extreme example, 
assessed valuation per person in the county 
as a whole amounts to about $2100 as com- 
pared to only about $200 in the Village of 
Champ. To raise a given amount of taxes 
per capita, rates in Champ would have to be 
10 times those of the county. Or take Clayton 
and Richmond Heights. Since Clayton has 
about twice the assessed valuation of Rich- 
mond Heights, it can pay for its share of the 
upkeep of Clayton road with a tax levy only 
half that of Richmond Heights. 

Dollars-and-cents arguments of this kind 
should have been addressed to the mayors 
last fall. Then if they hadn’t been willing to 
listen to reason Mr. McNary and the Council- 
men could have appealed directly to the peo- 
ple, which is still a possibility. 

But to be really effective, such an appeal 
would have to be buttressed by evidence that 
the Supervisor and Council intend to cease 
their own disregard of professional planning 
advice. It also would help if they were pre- 
pared to submit Charter amendments that 
would make their county government an 
effective mechanism for service instead of 
a patronage trough. 


Our Man in Africa 


Assistant Secretary of State G. Mennen 
Williams has something to learn about diplo- 
macy, to judge from his remarks in British 
Africa. In Nairobi Mr. Williams, the former 
Governor of Michigan, advocated “Africa for 
the Africans.” In Kampala he said he hoped 
for independent governments in Africa to 
prevent “another kind of tyranny.” The state- 
ments touched off protests in the British 
Parliament. 

In reply to questions at Kampala, Mr. Wil- 
liams hastily explained that he did not mean 
the British are tyrannical. And he also later 
explained that at Nairobi he was referring 
to Africans of all races, not just black ones. 
We doubt whether British-American relations 
will fall apart because of these comments, 
but we hope Mr. Williams has learned that 
when he travels in a foreign country he 
should enunciate United States policy, in 
words that cannot be misunderstood. Other- 
wise, if he must talk, he should discuss the 
weather. 


Anti-trust in Hawaii | 

The Hawaii Legislature has received the 
stiffest test of its mettle to date in a report 
from its economic consultants recommending 
that the state file suit in the United States 
Supreme Court under the Clayton Anti-trust 
Act to break up the Matson Navigation Co.’s 
shipping monopoly. Much of Hawaii’s future 
depends on its emergence from the controlled 
economy that built up there during the years 
it was a territory, and on its hospitality to 
new enterprisers, fresh ideas and, in gen- 
eral, a climate of genuinely free enterprise. 

Both Hawaii and Alaska have been retarded 
by shipping monopoly which has made their 
cost of living high and discouraged new set- 
tlers and new business. In Hawaii’s case, the 
Matson domination of shipping between the 
islands and the mainland of the United States 
is tied in with the Big Five Companies which 
control nearly every phase of the economy: 
pineapples and sugar, banking, insurance, re- 
tail merchandising, electricity, gas, water, 
telephone, interisland shipping, street transit, 
= the drastically limited amount of arable 
and. ; 

Eventually, if Hawaii is to be a sovereign 
state in fact as well as in name, if it is to 
prosper fully from the dynamics of free cap- 
italist enterprise, it is going to have to exer- 
cise powers which are now in the hands of 
what is in effect a private government. 
Oceanic shipping is the logical place to start 
that effort. Whatever it accomplishes will, 
moreover, serve as a help to Alaska in throw- 
ing off similar shackles. The actions of the 
Legislature at Honolulu will therefore be 
awaited with keen interest in other States 
of the Union, which have every reason to 
want to see the economies of both our newest 
commonwealths flourish freely.

Perhaps more significant for the 
long run is the fact that Castro was 
able to stop terror bombing and sabo- 
tage in the cities only with a mobiliza- 
tion so complete it seriously disrupted 
economic activity. So long as any siz- 
able number of Cubans are willing to 
risk the firing squad—the current pen- 
alty for terrorism or sabotage —to 
show their opposition, Castro’s position 
can’t be counted secure.

Many Kinds 
Of Fish 
Available

HOW MANY KINDS of fish 
have you served within the past 
six months? Unless you are an 
exception, probably not too 
many. Homemakers who pride 
themselves upon knowing how 
to cook all cuts of meat fre- 
quently are unfamiliar with pre- 
paring more than a half a 
dozen kinds of fish. 

Skill in fish cookery is held 
in high esteem in many of the 
European countries and in cer- 
tain sections of the United 
States, notably Louisiana and the 
Pacific Northwest. Unfortunately, 
it is to a great extent a neglected 
art in the Midwest. Unfortunately 
indeeed, since this protein-rich 
food from the seas, gulf, rivers, 
lakes and ponds can make a real 
comtribution to mealtime enjoy- 
ment. 

Most important fact to keep 
in mind when preparing fish is 
that it should not be over-cooked. 
Just enough cooking to enable 
the flesh to be flaked easily from 
the bones is all that is necessary; 
this will leave it moist and 
tender and bring out its delicate 
flavor. Excess cooking will make 
the flesh dry and tasteless. 

Fish does not keep well, so it 
should be given the right treat- 
ment at home, just as it is in 
today’s markets. Fresh fish 
should be wrapped in moisture- 
proof paper or placed in a 
tightly covered dish and stored 
immediately in the refrigerator. 
Be sure that packaged frozen 
fish is kept solidly frozen until 
ready to use, and that it is 
cooked immediately after being 
thawed. (It is best to thaw in 
the refrigerator, rather than at 
room temperature). 

Do be adventurous when pre- 
paring fish—try varieties with 
which you are not familiar, try 
preparing the ones you usually 
serve in different ways, or serv- 
ing them with another type of 
sauce. 

Because the sauce or garnish 
served with a fish is important, 
here are a few suggestions to 
serve as a guide and inspiration. 

Bass . . . Lemon slices, mush- 
room sauce, parsley sauce or 
tomato sauce. 

Cod . . . Tomato sauce, egg 
gauce, melted margarine or but- 
ter with parsley. 

Flounder . . . Beet and cab- 
bage relish; lemon and parsley. 

Haddock . . . Grilled tomato 
slices, tartar sauce, parsley 
sauce, pickled beets. 

Halibut . . . Tomato .sauce, 
Hollandaise sauce, Maitre d’- 
Hotel Sauce. 

Mackerel . . . Cucumber sauce 
cole slaw, lemon sauce, sliced 
tomatoes. 

Perch . . . Caper sauce, tar- 
tar sauce cole slaw. 

Salmon steaks Caper 
gauce, olives, egg sauce, Hol- 
landaise sauce, cucumber sauce. 

Sole . . . Melted margarine or 
butter and parsley, tartar sauce, 
slivered almonds, white wine 
sauce. 

Trout . . . Lemon slices, par- 
gley sauce, caper sauce, chive 
sauce. 


INEXPENSIVE, quick 
and easy to prepare, it is no 
wonder that fish sticks have 
voomed to such popularity. Cook 
them to a golden brown, then 
add a bit of showmanship by 
serving them with this smooth, 
creamy sauce in ‘‘sauce boats’’ 
made by hollowing out lemon 
cups. 


Olive Tartar Sauce. 


One-half cup ripe olives. 

One-half cup mayonnaise. 

Two tablespoons chopped sweet 
pickle. 

Two tablespoons chopped par- 
sley. 
One tablespoon chopped onion. 

Cut olives into small pieces. 
Combine with all remaining in- 
gredients. Serve with fish sticks 
or any crisp fried fish. 

Yield: about one cup.

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A handsome dish to serve family or guests is a whole baked fish with broiled tomatoes, 
encircled with Duchess potatoes and garnished with lemon slices and parsley.

‘Mr. Wizard’ Is 
Real TV Veteran 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27. 
THERE ARE ONLY about four network television shows 
that have lasted 10 years on the air and a very odd quartet 
they are—“‘Meet the Press,” Ed Sullivan, ““What’s My Line?” 
and “Mr. Wizard.”” None of them, you'll notice, features peo- 
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That word “intrigue” best describes what Herbert does 
on his show and intriguing indeed are his ideas on educational 
: “I am not convinced that television is an ideal 
medium to teach with. To teach you want a student to learn. 
You want something to be going on in his head and you can’t, 
I believe, accomplish that with television because television is 
a passive medium. The most television can do is open some 
doors but I don’t believe it can teach. The tendency of people 
who watch television is to sit there and not think. The most 
you can do with television is to establish some habit patterns 
~—like brush your teeth and clean your floors—as the adver- 
tisers have discovered. 


“T do not, for instance, think that ‘Mr. Wizard’ has that 
great influence on a child’s life. There are many more in- 
fluences in the life of a child that outweigh television—his 
mother, his school, hig father. Watching “Mr. Wizard’ doesn’t 
make a scientist. I wish I could say that some viewers have 
gone on to be nuclear physicists but I can’t.” 

Since the beginning, ““Mr. Wizard” has used kids on hie 
shows so that the kids at home could identify themselves 
with them. The kids have been bright, attractive children 
who add great charm to his show. They all were selected for 
their nonspecialization in science. None was particularly inter- 
ested in or excelled at science, 


‘Unfortunately, ‘Mr. Wizard’ can’t make a scientist. Take 
‘Continental Classroom,’ is educational television. Peo- 
ple who get up at that hour (6 a.m.) already are motivated by 
their interest in the subject. But the trouble with any kind of 
educational television is that you're not required to watch it 
so you have the tendency to sit down and Yelax. 

“NBC leaves us alone. We don’t even go through con- 
tinuity acceptance. We’ve even done shows on sex.” 

On sex! 


“Oh, the gestation period of hamsters, flowers. I don’ 
think enough is being done on television about science. I’ 
got five or six ideas for specials I'd like to do. 
much scientific news nowadays and nothing really is

For instance, Henry wants more and more Amer- 
icans to see India, but not merely as tourists. 

“T feel certain that a casual tourist visiting India 
for a few weeks would leave with some wrong and 
biased ideas. Toward the end of the first month I 
would gladly have gone home. Almost everything con- 
spired against us. Then gradually I began to get the 
feel of the whole scene; I began to see beauty where 
only drabness and poverty had appeared at first, and 
this developed into a fascination for almost every- 
thing I saw.”

He was proud of a group of American students from the 
University of California who were entertained at the Univer- 
sity of Poona. “I thought that they made a fine display of 
the best in American youth.” 

“But later he says, “I do believe American girls could 
learn much from Indians in the matter of dress. In a lecture 
room it is certainly more pleasant to face Indian girls in their 
colorful saris than our girls in blue jeans and comparable 
horrors.” 

They arrived in Bombay at a time of general strike. 
Their 20 pieces of luggage, including three heavy trunks filled 
with fossil specimens, were dumped into the middle of the 
street. Henry remarks dryly, “We might have arrived at a 
worst time, but it would have taken careful planning.” Libby 
adds a postscript about driving in India: ‘“‘No matter in which 
direction you are going, the middle of the road is choice— 
sometimes even better on the wrong side.” 


The good traveler sheds his stereotypes and prej- 
udices before leaving home. There is as wide a varia- 
tion among Indians as among Americans or Japanese 
or any other peoples. But to recognize individual dif- 
ferences requires the seeing eye and the understand- 
ing heart. Henry sees India as a land of contrasts 
and infinite variety. Waiting for his bus any morning, 
he sees “splendidly garbed Sikhs on bicycles, then a 
string of bullock carts, a woman carrying on her head 
a stack of buffalo dung chips for cooking fuel, a new 
Chevrolet station wagon, a beggar, and a holy man 
with little more than a thread or two of clothing.” 


There are students who are such vegetarians that they 
won’t eat rice if a slice of hard boiled egg has garnished the 
platter, and other students who eat anything Libby sets before 
them. There is Simla high in the mountains, literally infested 
by sacred monkeys which come clattering over the tiled roofs 
at 6 in the morning; there is New Delhi, fabulous and fasci- 
nating in its lovely architecture, and village life which has not 
changed for thousands of years. And then there is Darjeeling. 
—“‘I shall dream of Darjeeling always.” 

His conclusion—‘‘I believe that Indian-American relations 
are worth holding firm’’—is one in which I concur. One way 
of solidifying that friendship is to be represented in India by 
Americans like the Andrews.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 27 (AP). 
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France. He wasn’t exactly sure 
himself. 


Royalties from the foreign pub- 
lications and the money from 
the play and movie rights go 
into a corporation formed by 
Drury; his father, Alden Drury 
of Orlando, Fia.; and his brother-* 
in-law, Donald Killiany. 

The corporation and the ac- 
count at Doubleday which 
spreads his income over more 
years (a practice of other au- 
thors) ease the tax bite. 

The play running on Broadway 
brings in about $1300 to $1700 
a week. The movie won't be 
released until after June 1, 1962, 
and the rights from i could 
bring in a maximum of $135,000. 

Drury’s corporation has bought 
an Orlando insurance agency and 
two weekly newspapers in Cler- 
mont and Groveland, Fila. 

In addition to all this, ‘‘Advise 
and Consent” eventually will go 
into a paperback edition. 

And .Drury is writing another 
book. 

For this one, he has selected 
the title of ‘“‘A Shade of Differ- 
ense.” It's about a foreign vis- 
itor to the southern United States 
and brings in the House and 
Senate of the Congress and the 
United Nations. It also has some 
of the characters of the first 
book. 

“Advise and Consent” came 
out in August 1959. He started 
writing it in his spare time 
around 1950 but set it aside. 

Then an old friend, Mrs. Eve- 
lyn Petersen Metzger, went to 
work for Doubleday and asked 
Allen when he was going to 
write a book. Drury replied he 
had the start of one in a foot 
locker. 

And thereby began the rise of 
*‘Advise and Consent.”’ The pub- 
lishers liked what they first saw. 


Writing comes easy for 
Drury. He just sits down at 
a typewriter and types it out. 
He hits snags, he said, but 
when they come he just gets 
up and leaves the typewriter 
for a while, a few hours or a 
day or so if it’s a real prob- 
lem. 

This second book, he said, 
“is moving right along; I’m 
writing about 1500 words a 
day.” 


The writing these days is being 
done at Drury’s home on the 
banks of the Potomac river at 
Ft. Foote, Md., some 10 miles 


downstream from Washington. 

It was here, where he lives 
alone, he wrote most of ‘“‘Advise 
and Consent” on a desk he made 
himself. The desk is really a 
seven-foot long door to which 
Drury added four legs and a 
plywood top with a Philippine 
mahogany finish to match the 
paneling in the living room. 

Drury designed the house him- 
self, building cardboard models 
until he got what he wanted. He 
bought the land in 1947, the 
house was started in 1953 and 
he moved in in May 1954. In 
October 1957, he started writing 
“Advise and Consent” for the 
publishers. 


In his home, Drury has rela- | 
tive privacy. The living room, | 


18 by 30 feet, with beamed ceil- 
ing and raised fireplace, has 
window wails on the two longest 
sides. One looks out on a vine 
and shrub-covered embankment, 
and out the other, spreads the 
Potomac river, a mile wide at 
this point. 

It’s an unpretentious house in 
the California redwood rambler 
style. 

A cleaning woman comes in, 
and a neighborhood boy mows 
the lawn. Drury does the gar- 
dening, planting bulbs and vege- 
tables and tending shrubs. ‘‘It’s 
relaxation,”” he said. 

Drury also can cook, but adds 
quickly he’s no gourmet cook 
like some bachelors—just ‘‘strict- 
ly a chop and frozen vegetable” 
one. 

Friends add he can broil a 
mighty g steak. 

He gives parties, and he’s in 
great demand among hostesses, 
being a gooddooking, personable 
single fellow. But no one would 
call him a party boy. He’s es- 
corted some lar girls, but 
his name isn’t linked with any 
particular one at present. 

He has miany friends of long 
standing, many dating from his 
school days. 

Drury went to Stanford Univer- 
sity a‘ Palo Alto, Calif. He was 
born in Houston, Tex., in 1918, 
but grew up in California 
and was editor of the Tulare 


(Calif.) Bee after he left school. | 
After 14 months in the Army in 


World War II, he came to Wash- 
ington in 1943. 


He worked on the Senate 
staff of United Press, was a 
national editor of the old 
Pathfinder magazine and then 
moved to the Washington 
Evening Star as a reporter in 
1952. After two years there he 
joined the Washington bureau 


for Reader’s Digest. 


After he became famous,

Drury doesn’t seek the lime- 
light. He didn’t go around lav- 
ishing autographed copies 
when his book came out. He 
did slip down te the Senate 
restaurant where Arthur King 
has been waiting on the press 
table for 18 years and is sort 
of an institution. 

Drury gave King an auto 
graphed copy, writing how 
much he appreciated King’s 
service and how King always 
knew what he wanted. 


“T just can't think of words to 
‘xpress how much I think of 
vim,” King said. 

Generally speaking, the Wash 
ngton press corps is a group of 
old hands, sitting around in 
slack time chewing the fat, will- 
ing to settle any problem at the 
drop of a crisis.

LONDON, Feb. 27 (AP). 

THE HEALTH OFFICER of 
Northamptonshire says ruefully 
that medical arguments can’t 
persuade the ladies they'd be 
happier if they would give up 
shoes with sharp toes and heels. 

But Dr. C. Milliken Smith said 
in an address at Kettering that 
the wheel of fashion may be 
coming to his rescue.

“There is no other relief in 
sight because it is obvious that 
girls and young women—despite 
clear warnings of trouble that 
lies ahead—will continue to wea- 
pointed toes and stiletto heek 
as long as they are fashionable.”

Dr. Smith said that in the early 
fifteenth century women’s shoes 
were so long and so narrow they 
became known as “pikes,” which 
they resembled, and that reli- 
gious leaders became alarmed.

Book-Lenders on Charta’ 


By George McCue 


IN A SINGLE BOLD, magnifi- 
cent stroke, Harold L. Roth, East 
Orange (N.J.) librarian has put 
book delinquency in its proper 
perspective, along with other 
grave offenses against society. 

By unleashing the police 
against citizens who ignored ap- 
peals to return books to the li- 
brary, Roth has given new in- 
dignity to book-poaching, which 
is just what it needed; he has 
lighted up thoughtful gleams in 
the eyes of other put-upon li- 
brarians, and it may be that his 
forthright action will help book- 
lovers everyWhere to develop a 
little backbone. 


Book-lovers arise. You CAN 
keep your books! You have noth- 
ing to lose but your “friends!” 


There are two kinds of book- 
collectors—those who buy, and 
those who borrow. The latter are 
almost invariably delightful peo- 
ple to know. They are hospitable, 
they support good works, they 
will do almost anything for one, 
except return one’s books. 


There are a few book-bor- 
rowers who are not collectors 
by default, It is they who treat 
a borrowed book tenderly and 
return it within a week. There 
are just enough of these to 
make possible the depredations 
of all the others, for once a 
book-lover has been beguiled 
into an attitude of innocent 
trust through the faithful per- 
formance of one perfect jewel 
of a human being, he is a sit- 
ting duck for the most flagrant 
abuses. 


The only people to whom it is 
absolutely safe to lend a book 
are those who would not dream 
of borrowing one. Since this rule 
cancels itself out, the book-lover 
has to rely on his judgment of 
human nature, a quality in which 
all book-lovers seem to be pa- 
thetically deficient. They always 
think the next borrower will be 
all right. 


I know a woman who was a 
devoted reader of Zane Grey’s 
Western novels. In 1918 — how 
clearly she still remembers it! 
—she loaned her copy of “Riders 
of the Purple Sage’’ to a neigh- 
bor. The neighbor moved away, 
but the families kept up a friend- 
ly communication for years. She 
kept wishing he would return 
her book, and finally asked for 
it. He didn’t even remember it. 
She could have got another copy, 
but the copy she had owned was 
the one associated with her orig- 
inal delight in the story, and that 


was the one she wanted to have 
in her hands again. 

When I came out of college, 
full of professional training and 
knowledge, and was making $11 
a week on my first newspaper 
job, I bought a $12 set of Arnold 
Bennett. A dear lady, a close 
friend of many years, wished to 
read his “Buried Alive,” which 
I had made the mistake of men- 
tioning too glowingly. 

She was an assiduous lecture- 
attender and note-taker, and 
when the book was back again 
in its long-empty space, after 
much pleading, the formerly 
blank sheets inside the back 
binding testified to the remark- 
ably varied agenda at some 
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suasive pleader of special emer- 
gencies, and a plausible promiser 
of an early return. 

The cornered book-owner faces 
three possibilities: The bor- 


rower will do exactly as he 
promises; the host will lose a 
friend immediately; he will lose 
a friend in due time and a book 
immediately. 

The only sure defense is to 
counter every move—to insist 
that the friend who is in danger 
of becoming a borrower sit 
right down, to adjust the light 
for him, serve sandwiches and 
coffee, kill him with ‘kindness
